Here is the new $60,000 church 
building in Greensboro, N. C., just re- 
cently completed. After coming to 
Greensboro as pastor, in September, 
1948, the Sunday School and church 
attendance began to increase and 
continued to the point, that we could 
readily see the need of a larger and 
more adequate building. 

The old church was a brick building, 
but too small and inadequate to ac- 
commodate the crowds and future 
growth of the church. On August 
28, 1949, we began our new building, 
by tearing down the old one and 
building a completely new church. 

The building is of solid mason walls, 
with steel-trussed roof, The main 
auditorium, with seating capacity of 
650 to 700, is 40X74 feet, with an L 
extension wing, 20X32 feet, opening 
into the auditorium, with 20-foot 
modern plastic folding doors; also, a 
wing 8X24 feet, on the opposite side, 
and a nice baptistry behind the choir- 
loft. 

The Sunday School ‘department is 
two-story, with a small auditorium, 
an office, eleven Sunday School rooms, 
a ladies’ lounge, and 2 rest rooms. The 
front vestibule is 8X20 feet, with 
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swinging doors entering each aisle. A 
complete new heating plant has been 
installed in the basement. The new 
church has an estimated value of $60,- 
000, with an indebtedness of $24,000. 


We moved in on Sunday, November 
6, for the opening day of our new 
church, and it was indeed a great 
occasion. Our state overseer, Rev. E. 
W. Williams, and state youth director, 
Rev. E. C. Thomas, were with us. 
Their fine messages were an inspira- 
tion to all. Following this great day, 
we began a revival with Rev. E. W. 
Angley doing the preaching, and it 
continued through December 4, with 
good success. There were 47 saved, 29 
sanctified, 15 baptized with the Holy 
Ghost, 17 baptized in water, and 18 
added to the church. 

We feel like saying with the psalm- 
ist David, “The Lord hath done great 
things for us, whereof we are glad?’— 
V. D. Combs, Pastor. 

Note: Brother Combs is a member 
of the Editorial and Publications 
Board. This is the third large church 
building program completed by him 
in the last 8 years.—Ed.

FUNDAMENTALISTS LOSE 
FRIEND 

With the passing of Dr. Walter 
Maier, of “Lutheran Hour” fame, the 
Bible believing Christians of the U. S. 
lost a great friend and champion. An 
old-fashioned Lutheran who believed 
the Bfble and preached his convictions 
without compromise, Maier had been 
under attack many times by the forces 
of Satan, the modernists, socialists and 
pro-communists. Only a short time 


through to the eternal 
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before his death he was one of the 
subjects of a smear written by Eleanor 
Roosevelt which later had to be re- 
tracted. 

Dr. Maier died Wednesday, January 
11, in St. Louis, Mo., of a heart attack. 
He was stricken with an earlier attack 
on December 29. Famed for his inter- 
national radio program which reached 
into fifty-nine nations, Dr. Maier had 
an audience estimated at 20 million 
listeners. 

Educated at Concordia Theological 
seminary in St. Louis, and at Harvard 
university, Dr. Maier was a scholar 
in Semitic languages. He was a pro- 
fessor at Concordia seminary from 
1922 until 1944, and was editor of the 
Walther League Messenger, a Luther- 
an young people’s newspaper. Un- 
der his guidance, the circulation of 
the paper rose from 7,000 to 175,000 
readers. 

Dr. Maier received a leave of ab- 
sence from his teaching duties in 
1944 so he could devote full time to his 
radio broadcast. In 1947 an estimate 
showed that he had received 4 million 
letters in his twelve years on the air. 
He had a staff of 100 clerks to handle 
the 25,000 letters a week which he re- 
ceived from listeners. Many of them 
requested advice on personal or family 
problems, and all of these Maier 
answered personally.

YE MUST BE BORN AGAIN 
John 3:7 

It is highly possible for us to think of the sternness of 
the “thou shalt’s” and “thou shalt not’s” of the Old Tes- 
tament with the attitude that we are a special privileged 
people who are surrounded only by the glorious beatitudes 
of our day of GRACE. If so, upon second thought, I am 
sure we remember that the Lord Jesus spoke in a language 
equally as stern and positive in His teachings and doctrines 
for this dispensation of grace as in the language used by 
_ His Father in the Ten Commandments. 

One of the strongest and most unequivocal statements 
the Lord Jesus ever made is that of our text, “Marvel not 
that I said unto thee, Ye MUST be born again.” 

“Why 
Must I be born again?” you ask. First of all, because Jesus 
said so. It has never been the rightful privilege of man to 
question the statements or laws of God or his Son. Second, 
you MUST be born again or you'll never see the kingdom 
of God. “Jesus answered and said unto him, Verily, verily, 
I say unto thee, Except a man be born again, he cannot 
see the kingdom of God,” John 3:3. You MUST be born 
again if you would be born of incorruptible seed. “Being 
born again, not of corruptible seed, but of incorruptible, 
by the word of God, which liveth and abideth for ever,” 
of which we come into possession through the new birth, 
is a well of water (within us), springing up into everlast- 
ing life, and as Paul says, “Though our outward man 
perish, the inward man is renewed day by day.” 
“How 

Must one be born again?” 1. By “the SPIRIT,” John 3:3,6. 
2. By God; “which were born, not of blood, nor of the will 
of the flesh, nor of the will of man, but of God,” John 1:13. 
The flesh life and parental laws and relations have 
no connection with or power over the new birth. 3. By 
receiving Jesus and believing on Him. “... as many as 
received him, to them gave he power to become the sons 
of God, even to them that believe on his name,” John 
1:12. 4. You must be born again through the redeeming 
blood of Jesus. “Forasmuch as ye know that ye were 
not redeemed with corruptible things, such as silver and 
gold, from your vain conversation received by tradition 
from your fathers; but with the precious blood of Christ, 
as of a lamb without blemish and without spot,” 1 Peter 
1:18,19. Just as surely as it is through blood that 
physical life is germinated and developed, just so surely 
is the germination and development of our newborn being 
due to the unwavering faith which we have in the blood of 
Jesus. In this connection you also remember these words, 
“In whom we have redemption through his blood, even the 
forgiveness of sins,” Col. 1:14. 

First, man’s part is to confess. “If we confess our sins, 
he is faithful and just to forgive us our sins, and to cleanse 
us from all unrighteousness,” 1 John 1:9. Paul says, “With 
the mouth confession is made unto salvation,” Rom. 10:10. 
Not only MUST a person confess (acknowledge) his sins, 
but he MUST repent as he confesses, and that with godly 
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sorrow. In 2 Cor. 7:10, we read, “For godly sorrow worketh 
repentance to salvation.” This is the same as saying that 
repentance with godly sorrow brings about the new birth. 
Another noticeable thing about the person seeking the 
newborn life is that marvelous faith which takes hold of 
his very soul and fills him with such wonderful confidence 
that as he confesses and repents faith rises in his heart, 
and he finds himself standing before the throne, or God’s 
mercy seat, receiving complete pardon and acquittal for 
all sins which he has committed. With that triumphant 
joy of sins forgiven, he knows he is justified, and there 
is genuine peace between his soul and God. This is the ne 
birth in full reality. 
The Conduct of a Born-Again Person 

John says, “WHOSOEVER is born of God doth not com- 
mit sin; for his seed remaineth in him: and he cannot sin, 
because he is born of God.” John the beloved is telling 
us that as long as the born-again person has victory, he 
will, by no means, commit wilful sin. On the other hand, 
it wouldn’t be reasonable to say it is impossible for a born- 
again person to sin; that would be security to the extreme. 
As long as man has his “free moral agency,” he can sin 
when he wants to. If he should sin, this same writer shows 
him what to do. “My little children, these things write I 
unto you, that ye sin not. And if any man sin, we have an 
advocate with the Father, Jesus Christ, the righteous,” 1 
John 2:1. 

The new birth is certainly not a life in which a person 
can be excused for dabbling in or with sin. A truly born- 
again person is far from having the slightest intention of 
committing sin. The Lord’s testimony of born-again people 
is that they are not of the world. For a person to think 
terms of the power of the blood in covering his sins a 
forever blotting them out, would be the grossest of dis- 
respect to the sacrificial death of our Lord Jesus. Not only 
are actual transgressions done away with by the blood, 
but the actual life and existence of the child of God is 
dependent on the blood. 

In all consistency, we must at all times let first things 
be first, and, in God’s all wise economy, the NEW BIRTH 
takes precedence over all other experiences, graces, and 
gifts within the reach of the human family; but it does 
not eliminate them or render them unnecessary. Therefore 
the plain, unequivocal statement of the Lord Jesus, “Mar- 
vel not that I said unto thee, Ye MUST be born again,” 
rings out with as much positiveness now as it did that 
night in the very ears of Nicodemus, nineteen hundred 
years ago.

Dr. Barnes’ notes on the New Testa- 
ment are distinctive for their kind 
treatment of the Word of God. They 
have been a favorite of ministers and 
Bible students since 1832, when they 
were first published. This attractive 
new edition will be welcomed by all 
who are acquainted with its v4ch, 
plausible contents.

HEART FAITH OF JEWS 


The following report is an indication of the 
heart faith of the Jews in their right to the 
land .of their fathers in Palestine. It is re- 
ported that over 200,000 German and Austrian 
Jewish refugees, victims of Nazi atrocities in 
Austria, have attained their dream of reach- 
ing Israeli. A glass casket containing 30 urns 
filled with ashes, representing all that remains 
of the ill-fated 200,000, was flown to Lydda, 
from whence the long funeral procession com- 
menced, going through Tel Aviv on to Jerusa- 
lem for burial: Traffic was halted everywhere 
as a token of homage as the procession passed 
in view of thousands of spectators who lined 
the streets. In Jerusalem, the cortege, num- 
bering some 4,000 persons, slowly wended 
through main streets to the Yeshurin Syna- 
gogue, where Rabbi Uziel delivered the final 
eulogy.

“KEEP THY FOOT” 


“Keep thy foot when thou goest to 
the house of God, and be more ready 
to hear, than to give the sacrifice of 
fools: for they consider not that they 
do evil,” Eccl. 5:1. 

Three things have always been a 
mystery to me. Why do some people 
always hold out the children of the 
“other fellow” as examples to their 
own? Why do some folks always com- 
pare the work of the present pastor 
with that of his predecessor? Why do 
some people always think the church 
of the “other fellow” is the best? 

In my opinion, such folks need a 
dose of good old-fashioned loyalty, 
loyalty to the home ties and home 
fires. No child should be belittled by 
having his parents magnify his faults 
while they extol the virtues of an- 
other. No pastor should be criticized 
just because he does not fall right 
into the harness where his predecessor 
left off, and neither should a church 
be criticized just because the glow 
from its fire is of a different hue 
than that of some other church. 


I was astonished recently. I was 
attending a church prayer meeting. 
The membership of that particular 
group was struggling under a heavy 
financial burden, having been in a 
new building less than two years. They 
are about as faithful a group of peo- 
ple to their financial obligations as 
one could hope to find anywhere, and 
should be commended for their faith- 
fulness and the sacrifices which they 
must necessarily make in order to 
make a “go” of things; but, up popped 
a member of long years’ standing, 
who had had occasion to visit another 
denomination during a vacation peri- 
od. Of all the belittling of her own 
church (seemed she was just coming 
back to “nothing”), and how she did 
extol the “sweet unity” and “power” 
of the “other fellow’s” church! I never 
heard the like. It was almost nauseat- 
ing. And the strange part of it all, 
the particular denomination she was 
exalting has never been able to even 
get a church established in our com- 
munity, although they have made sev- 
eral attempts. It was then I began 
to realize why the above scripture has 
always been a favorite of mine. If one 
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does not “keep his foot” when he goes 
to the house of the Lord, he can be 
very damaging, not only to himself, 
but to others. 

Words fitly spoken are like “apples 
of gold in pictures of silver’; but let a 
visitor happen into a service and hear 
a member belittling his own crowd, 
and see what happens. People want 
none of that! So let’s “keep our foot” 
when we go to the house of the Lord, 
and let folks see our “good works” 
that our Father which is in heaven 
might be glorified. He knows how to 
keep the “home fires” burning; it is 
up to us to furnish the vessel for the 
fuel.

SHOULD WE HAVE GOVERN- 
MENT IN THE CHURCH 

In Isa. 9:6, we find these words, 
“For unto us a child is born, unto us 
a son is given: and the government 
shall be upon his shoulder: and his 
name shall be called Wonderful, Coun- 
sellor, The mighty God, The everlast- 
ing Father, The Prince of Peace.” This 
is evidence by God’s Word that it is 
His will to have government. 

Some may say this is in the Old 
Testament, but, in the New Testament, 
1 Cor. 12:28 reads, “And God hath set 
some in the church, first apostles, 
secondarily prophets, thirdly teachers, 
after that miracles, then gifts of heal- 
ings, helps, governments, diversities of 
tongues.”

unduly bound. Instead, he is set free! 
Just recently I have heard different 
people make the statement that they 
never felt so free in all their Chris- 
tian experience as they have since 
they became members of the Church 
of God. This is not difficult to under- 
stand, for the Church of God stands 
for the whole Bible, rightly divided. 
The New Testament is the only rule 
for government and discipline. This is 
a sure foundation. There is no other. 

Jesus said in Matt. 16:18, “And I say 
also unto thee, That thou art Peter, 
and upon this rock will I build my 
church; and the gates of hell shall 
not prevail against it.” In the days of 
the apostles, in 2 Peter 2:10, “But 
chiefly them that walk after the flesh 
in the lust of uncleanness, and despise 
government. Presumptuous are they, 
selfwilled, they are not afraid to speak 
evil of dignities.” These were people 
who did not want to be governed by 
organization but they only found 
themselves in want. 

So it is today with some. Having had 
experience with these people, and hav- 
ing been brought face to face with 
many, I found heart-rending situ- 
ations existed. They had no 
government; anybody could preach; 
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everybody was boss, and nobody boss; 
no foundation, and no place to call 
their own, the church being individ- 
ually owned. 

I preached three months at a free 
church, hoping to place them on a 
sure foundation. In that time I took 
one offering and received thirty-five 
cents, which a visiting brother from 
another organization gave. That eve- 
ning I got notice to leave, or to be 
gone the next morning; another 
brother was to be there to take 
my place. This mission, in a 
very short time, closed and is 
still closed and decaying. Other 
churches individually owned have 
closed and remain closed; others have 
been torn down: and God’s children 
have been scattered. One wouldn’t 
know how many have been turned 
from God in such confusion, where 
there is unrest, and every wind of doc- 
trine has been preached. So, does it 
pay to have government? 

Ministers and members of the 
Church of God, let us stay solidly be- 
hind this great movement and those 
who have the rule over us, so that 1950 
will be a great success for God and His 
Church.—_W. W. Williams, Pastor, 
Perry, Iowa. 





INDEPENDENT 

“. . . Give me the portion of goods 
that falleth to me... ,” Luke 15:12. 

These were words spoken by a young 
man who had reached manhood, or 
thought he had, and had come to the 
place in life that he no more needed 
Father’s care. Without asking Father’s 
advice about the matter, he took the 
portion of goods his father gave him

The time came when he had no in- 
come, no friends, and found himself 
feeding swine, “and he would fain 
have filled his belly with the husks 
that the swine did eat: and no 
man gave unto him.” Discouraged,

despondent, sad, lonely, homesick, 
hungry, ragged, filthy, and disgusted 
with his surroundings, he came to 
himself and said, “I will arise and go 
to my father. I have learned my les- 
son the hard way.” He would, no doubt, 
tell us today, “Don’t take the way I 
took.” Yet, in the day that you and I 
live there are many, either in the 
church, or have been, who let the devil 
put that same spirit in their 
hearts to be independent. They get 
to feeling that if the church doesn’t 
let them have their way, they 
will just take their portion and leave. 
Look out, friend, you know the church 
is God’s house. It would be best to ask 
the Heavenly Father about it first. He 
would advise you not to leave the 
house of God, because there are pig- 
pens awaiting\you in the world. 
Some people would like to submit 
themselves to church government if 
they could be the governors; if not, 
they'll just go independent! Others 
would like to be in the church if they 
could hold on to the world with one 
hand. “If I can’t wear my rings, paint 
my face, smoke _ cigarettes, bob 
my hair, go to movies, etc., 
Ill never be a member of the 
Church of God.”

Text: Luke 19:10, “For the Son of 
man is come to seek and to save that 
which was lost.” 

Introduction: The task of winning 
souls is the greatest work in which 
any Christian may be engaged.

@::: The text says, “For the Son of 
man is come to seek and to save that 
which was lost.” The Son of man is 
no more here in person to seek the 
lost, but He has ambassadors to fill 
His place, and, oh, what a big place 
to fill! Has it been filled consistently? 
The only honest way to answer the 
question is to consider Christ Himself. 

First, the true spirit of evangelism 
reaches, or should reach, throughout 
the entire Church. In other words, the 
spirit of evangelism is not confined 
to the ministry alone, but should burn 
in the heart of every believer. In fact, 
before there can be a successful revival 
in any church or community, which 
means a harvest of lost souls, there 
must exist through the entire church 
a passion for lost souls. Then, in

@::: bear a burden for souls. 

When we think of the Church we 
think of home and motherhood. Every 
individual must be born again before 
he can enter heaven. True motherhood 
involves birth, and birth involves pri- 
vations, sufferings, and travail. True 
motherhood is an about face of the 
care free life enjoyed by the single 
woman. The true church is a spiritual

passion that wins souls,” she has suf- 
fered a great loss. In Sarah’s day, it 
was a reproach to be barren, but a 
blessing from God to bring forth chil- 
dren. In the latter years, there has 
been a reversal to this and birth con- 
trol has been instituted in many homes 
—many of them professed holiness 
homes. The devil has deceived many 
churches with the idea of spiritual 
birth control. If God should send His 
angel down to make a record, I won- 
der how many motherly churches 
could be found. Has the latter-day 
church, in a degree, thrown off the 
duty of true motherhood? Are we los- 
ing the true spirit of evangelism the 
early Church possessed? 

Let us now consider the text and 
the spirit of evangelism that possessed 
our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 
“For the Son of man is come to seek 
and to save that which was lost.” 

“And, behold, one came and said 
unto him, Good Master, what good 
thing shall I do, that I may have 
eternal life? And he said unto him, 
Why callest thou me good? there is 
none good but one, that is, God: but 
if thou wilt enter into life, keep the 
commandments,” Matt. 19:16, 17. 
Please notice how quickly Christ 
diverted the conversation from Him- 
self, and to the spirit and passion 
which He possessed in His soul for the 
lost. Here was man who professed to 
be one of God’s chosen people, but 
Jesus knew what he lacked. He, there- 
fore, pushed the sword on down to the 
spot where it hurt, and we notice the 
result—Christ rejected. The man 
turned away sorrowful, saying by his 
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actions, “It is hard; who can do it?” 
The very thing that hurts so badly 
is sometimes the very thing we should 
give to arouse people out of spiritual 
slumber. 

In John 3:1, we find a man of the 
Pharisees named Nicodemus, a ruler 
of the Jews, who came to Jesus by night 
and began to flatter Him by saying, 
“Rabbi, we know that thou art a teach- 
er come from God; for no man can 
do these miracles that thou doest 
except God be with him.” But im- 
mediately Jesus stopped the flattery 
and leveled His preaching to the need 
of this man, and the passion of His 
soul began to speak. He said, “Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, ye must be born 
again.” 

The born-again experience is 
wrought in the individual’s life by 
the grace of God through faith in 
Jesus Christ and His atoning blood, 
and not because of a personal knowl- 
edge of how it is done. We come to 
know Him by believing in Him and 
accepting Him by faith rather than a 
full knowledge of the plan of redemp- 
tion. It is God's plan that we accept 
Christ by faith; and God will reveal 
the mysteries in His own time. 

I am sure that many unsaved people 
witness the’ manifestation of God’s 
Holy Ghost in the congregation of the 
righteous, and the proof of its reality 
is driven home to their hearts; but 
because of the subtlety of Satan, they 
are made to believe it is unwise to 
accept that which they cannot un- 
derstand. Jesus said to Nicodemus, 
“The wind bloweth where it listeth, 
and thou hearest the sound thereof, 
but canst not tell whence it cometh, 
and whither it goeth: so is every one 
that born of the Spirit,” John 3:8. 
What God would have the people do is 
enjoy fishing out of the spiritual 
Streams of salvation without any ex- 
planation from Him.

W. Godwin. It did not take us long to 
find that things were in readiness for 
the convention. The preachers came 
in for an afternoon session with the 
overseer and listened to a sermon on 
the ministers’ position in the Church.

A goodly number was present on 
Thursday afternoon to listen to the 
state overseer’s instructions to the 
ministers.
